Mopping up 
wes in progress in both places, 
Kleve, a city of 20,000, lies 12 
miles east of Nijmegen, starting 
point of the Canadian offensive. 


Like Pruem, it was reduced to 
emoking ruins by intensive pre- 
paratory bombardment. 

Resistance was slight at Pruem 
and only 60 prisoners were taken. 
Pruem was one of the principal 
concentration points of Field Mar- 
shel Karl von Rundstedt in his 
recent Ardennes offensive. 

Roer River floods created by 
German opening of dam gates 
kept the United States First and 
Ninth and the British Second 
Armies immobile. The reservoirs 
behind the opened dams still were 
draining but the Roer, two miles 
wide at one place, did not appear 
to be rising further. 

Most of Forest Taken. 

The Canadian, British and 
Scotch bulge was enlarged on both 
the north and south ends of the 
Kleve sector, and the Allied forces 
held more than three-fourths of 
the Reichswald fir forest. The 
Allies were beyond the main de- 
fenses of the original Siegfried 
line in the north. 

The Canadians cleared the low 
Rhine lands up to a railroad con- 
necting Kieve with the river and 
forced the Spoy canal, leading four 
miles north from Kleve to the 
Rhine.

Bunzlau, 74 Miles From

LONDON, Feb. 12 (AP).—Bunz- Sennen 


lau, 74 miles from the Saxony cap-|# 


ital of Dresden, has been cap- 
tured by Marshal Ivan S. Konev’s 
First Ukrainian Army, 
Stalin announced tonight. 

The city of 20,000 lies 90 miles 
northeast of Prague and its cap- 
ture represented a 15-mile advance 
in 24 hours. 

The Germans said Konev’s right 


wing had smashed ahead 27 miles, 


and the force which took Bunzlau 
after virtually encircling Breslau 
had forced two bridgeheads across 
the Bober River in the Bunzilau 
area. 

Thrust North of Bunzlau. 

The Germans reported. that 
Konev’s tanks had broken into 
Bunzlau on the Bober, while far- 
ther north ‘they had smashed 
through German defenses some 12 
miles above Sagan. The crossing 
near Sagan is about 90 miles 
southeast of Berlin and only 30 
miles south of Marshal Gregory 
Zhukov’s First White Russian © 
Army which the Germans asaid 
had crossed the Oder south of 
Fuerstenberg in the battle east of 
the Reich capital, 

Zhukov’s right wing, Nazi broad- 
casts said, had surged to within 
15 miles of Stettin, Berlin’s Baltic 
port. The Germans said his forces 
had penetrated to both sides of 
Madue See, a lake north of Pyritz, 
where they were menacing the 
rear of Stargard, a strongpoint of 
Stettin’s eastern defenses, 

Petrov’s Forces Take Bielsko. 

Stalin also announced that 
troops of Gen. Ivan  Petrov’s 
Fourth Ukrainian Army had cap- 
tured Bielsko, important rail point 
in southwestern Poland 17 miles 
northeast of Ciezyn (Teschen) and 
21 miles north of Jablunka, key to 
the pass opening into northwest- 
ern Slovakia. He said Bielsko, a 
city of 22,000, was a “powerful 
strongpoint” in the defenses of 
Moravska Ostrava, 21 miles to the 
southwest in the Moravian gap. 

The bridgehead reported by 
the Germans near Sagan men- 
aced the rail center of Sorau eight 
miles to the northwest and indi- 
cated that Konev’s spearheads 
had emerged in the rear of Ger- 
man forces dug in on the Oder’s 
southern bank southeast of Berlin. 

The break-through here threat- 
ened to roll up the southern flank 
of Berlin's defenses, while the 
spearhead pointed at  Stettin

“The situation will get worse 
before it gets better,” an observer 
at National Stockyards asserted 
as the Government increased its 
“set aside” orders. on utility grade 
beef, Effective today, 70 per cent 
of this grade of beef must be re- 
served for the armed forces and 
lend-lease, as compared to 50 per 
cent heretofore. 

Many retail markets were -vir- 
tually cleaned out by week-end or- 
ders, and told their customers it 

might be several days before meat 
became available, even in reduced 
amounts. Although the shortage in 
restaurant supplies was lesa acute, 
it was fast becoming serious.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP).— 
Cautioning that the future “is full 
of promise and danger,” Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today called on 
Congress to carry out the Bretton 


Woods agreements for world eco- 
nomic co-operation, 

In his first major public state- 
ment since leaving for the Big 
Three meeting, Roosevelt asked 
specifically for “prompt action” 
ir authorizing American partici- 
pation in a proposed international 
bank and international monetary 
fund. 

“Time for U. S. to Take Lead.” 

“It is time,” he said in a mes- 
sage to Congress released at the 
White House, “for the United 
States to take the lead in estab- 
lishing the principle of economic 
co-operation as a foundation for 
expanded world trade.” 

The world bank — to provide 
guaranteed loans for reconstruc- 
tion and development—would be 
capitalized at $9,1'00,000,000, with 
an aggregate United States par- 
ticipation of  $3,175,000,000, al- 
though this country and other 
member nations would be required 
to put up only one-fifth of their 
quotas in cash. 

The monetary fund, designed to 
stabilize currencies and trade bal- 
ances, would be capitalized at 


liberated Europe. 

This was announced today in a communique from the meet- 
ing of the President, Britain’s Prime Minister and Marshal 
Stalin of the Soviets in the Crimea. The conference. at Yalta, 
lasted eight days and resulted, the statement said. on ‘‘contim- 
ing and growing co-operation and understanding among our 
three countries and among all the peace-loving nations.’ 

A conference of the United Nations will be called at San 
Francisco in April to prepare the charter of a peace and securi- 


ty organization on the lines of the Dumbarton Oaks talks. 

The communique was dated Feb. 11 and, while did not state 
so directly, implied that the momentous meeting was concluded by 
referring to the conference in the past tense. (The British Press 
Association said the conference ended during the weekend.) 

As for Germany, there was no effort to soften the force of un- 
conditional surrender and the three leaders declared: 

“It is not our purpose to destroy the people of Germany, but 
only when Nazism and militarism have been extirpated will there 
be hope for a decent Hfe for Germans, and a peace for them in 
the comity of nations.” 

“Nazi Germany is doomed,” the communique said at another 
point. “The Germans will only make the cost of their defeat heavier 
to themselves by attempting to continue a hopeless resistance.” 

The communique covered nine specific subjects: 

1. Defeat of Germany. Combined military plans were agreed 
on and the Big Three believed “that the very close working part- 
nership among the three (American-Britain-Soviet) staffs at- 
tained at this conference will result in shortening the war.” 

2. Occupation and Control of Germany—A three-way split 
of the country for occupation under a three-power control com- 
mission at Berlin was agreed on, but France will be invited to 
take pver a fourth zone of occupation and put a fourth member 
on the control commission. Plans for controlling Germany in- 
clude disbanding all German armed forces, breaking up the 
Gencral Staff and eliminating or controlling all enemy industry 
“that could be used for military production.” 

3. Reparations—A reparations commission will be estab 
lished with headquarters in Moscow to study compensation by 
Germany to Aliled countries. 

4. Poland—The Big Three agreed to try to merge Poland’s 
exiled “democratic leaders” with the provisional government now 
functioning at Warsaw to create a “Polish provisional govern- 
ment of national unity.” They named the British and American 
ambassadors in Moscow and Forelgn Commissar Molotov as a 
commission to bring this government into being. 

The three also agreed that the Eastern frontier of Poland 
“should follow the Curzon Line with digressions from it in some 
regions from five to eight kilometers in favor of Poland.” 

They formally recognize the right of Poland to German terri- 
tory in compensation for what Russia gets from the Poles, but 
anid the final settlement of the compensation territory should 
await the peace conference, 

5. Yugoslavia—Marshal Tito, the Yugoslay leader in the 
country, and Dr. Subasic, the Premier of the exiled government, 
shall immediately form a new government under a regency, as 
they have already agreed to do and there should be a merger 
of the pro-Allied elements of the Yugoslav Government, both 
those In the National Liberation Assembly and those in the old 
parliament. There was also, the communique said, a general re- 
view of other Balkan questions. 

6. It was decided that Foreign Secretaries Stettinius, Molo- 
tov and Eden, who were present at the Crimea conference,

Political collaboration as pro- 
vided in the Dumbarton Oaks se- 
curity organization is not in itself 
enough, Roosevelt said. 

He promised a whole series of 
further recommendations, rang- 
ing from control of cartels to 
legislation allowing the United 
States to lend money directly to 
stimulate trade. He ‘called again, 
too, for repeal of the Johnson 
Act which now prohibits such 
lending. 

The Chief Executive said the 
Bretton Woods plan is the “corner- 


shovld meet from now on about every three or four months, 
the first meeting to be held in London after the United Nations 
conference on world organization. 

7. United Nations Conference—This conference, to set up the 
Dumbarton Oaks security organization, will be called at San 
Francisco April 25. The Big Three “has been able to resolve” 
the dispute over voting procedure and will make public their 
agreement immediately after consulting China and France. 

8. Liberated Europe—The three leaders agreed that they 
will jointly assist the people of any: European state or former 
Axis satellite to achieve the right to choose their own govern- 
ment whenever the right is threatened by internal disorders or 
economic distress or the lack of adequate interim governmental

6. Wipe out the Nazi party, 
Nazi laws, organizations and in- 
stitutions, remove all Nazi and 
military influences from public 
offices and from the cultural 
and economic life of the Ger- 
man people. 

7. “Take in harmony such 
other measures in Germany as 
may be mecessary to the future

TEXT OF PACT ON 
FREED PRISONERS 


The text of an agreement reached 
at the Big Three conference con- 
cerning prisoners liberated by the 
Allied forces invading Germany: 


A comprehensive agreement was 
reached at the Crimea conference 
providing detailed arrangements 
for the protection, maintenance 
and repatriation of prisoners of 
war and civilians of the British 
commonwealth, Soviet Union and 
United States liberated by the 
Allied forces now invading Ger- 
many. 

Under these arrangements each 
ally will provide food, clothing, 
medical attention and other needs 
for the nationals of the others 
until transports si available for 
their repatriation. In caring for 
British subjects and American 
citizens the Soviet Government 
will be assisted by British and 
American officers. Soviet officers 
will assist British and American 
authorities in their task of caring 
for Soviet citizens liberated by the 
British and American forces dur- 
ing such time as they are on the

We have agreed on common 
policies and plans for enfore\ng 
the unconditional] surrender terms 
which we shall impose together on 
Nazi Germany after German 
armed resistance has been finally 
crushed. These terms will not be 
made known until the final de 
feat of Germany has been accom, 
plished. Under the agreed plan, 
the forces of the three powers 
will each occupy a separate zone 
of Germany.

UNITED NATIONS CON- 
FERENCE. 

We are resolved upon the ear- 
liest possible establishment with 
our allies of a general internation- 
al organization to maintain peace 
and security. We believe that this 
is essential, both to prevent ag- 
gression and to remove the politi- 
cal, economic and social causes of 
far through the close and continu- 
ing collaboration of all peace-lov- 
ing peoples, 

The foundations were laid at 
Dumbarton Oaks. On the impor- 
tant question of voting procedure, 
however, agreement was not there 
reached. The present conference 
has been able to resolve this dif- 
ficulty. 

We have agreed that a confer- 
ence of United Nations should be 
called to meet at San Francisco 
in the United States on. April 25, 
1945, to prepare the charter of 
such an organization, along the 
lines proposed in the informal 
conversations at Dumbarton Oaks. 

The Government of China and 
the provisional government of 
France will be immediately con- 
sulted and invited to sponsor invi- 
tations to the conference jointly 
with the governments of the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and the 
Union of Sovie Socialist Republics. 
As soon as the consultation with 
China and France has been com- 
pleted, the text of the proposals 
on voting procedure will be made 
public. 

DECLARATION ON LIBERAT- 
ED EUROPE. 

The Premior of the Union of 
Soviet Republics, the Prime Min- 
ister of the United Kingdom, and 
the President of the United States 
of America have consulted with 
each other in the common inter- 
ests of the peopls of their coun- 
tries and those of liberated 
Europe, They jointly declare their 
mutual agreement to concert dur- 
ing the temporary period of insta- 
bility in liberated Europe the poli- 
cies of their three governments in 
assisting the peopls liberated from 
the domination of Nazi Germany 
and the peoples of the former 
Axis satellite states of Europe to 
solve by democratic means their 
pressing political and economic 
problems. 

The establishment of order in 
Europe and the rebuilding of na- 
tional economic life must be 
achieved by processes which will 

enable the liberated peoples to 
destroy the last vestiges of Nazism 
and Fascism and to create demo- 
cratic institutions of their own 
choice. This is a principle of the 
Atlantic Charter—the right of all 
peoples to choose the form of 
government under which they will 
live—the restoration of sovereign 
rights and_ “self-government to 
those peoples who have been forci- 
bly deprived of them by the ag- 
gressor nations. 

To foster the conditions in which 
the liberated peoples may exercise 
these rights, the three govern- 
ments will jointly assist the peo- 
ple in any European liberated 
state of former Axis satellite state 
in Europe where in their judg- 
ment conditions require (A) to es- 
tablish conditions of internal 
peace; (B) to carry out emergen- 
cy measures for the relief of dis- 
tressed peoples; (C) to form in- 
terim governmental authorities 
broadly representative of all demo- 
cratic elements in the population 
and pledged to the earliest possi- 
ble establishment through free 


elections of governments respon- 
sive to the will of the people; and 
(D) to facilitate where necessary 
the holding of such elections. 

The three governments will con- 
sult the other United Nations and 
provisional authorities or other 
governments in Europe when mat- 
ters of direct interest to them are 
under consideration. 

When, in the opinion of the 
three governments, conditions in 


any European liberated state or|f 


any former Axis satellite state in 
Europe make such action neces- 
sary, they will immediately con- 
sult together on the measures nec- 
essary to discharge the joint re- 
sponsibilities set forth in this dec- 
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laration. 

By this declaration we reaffirm 
our faith in the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter, our pledge in 
the declaration by the United Na- 
tions, and our determination to 
build in co-operation with other 
peace-loving nations world order 
under law, dedicated to peace, se- 
curity, freedom and general well- 
being of all mankind. 

In issuing this declaration, the 
three powers express the hope 
that the provisional Government 
of the French Republic may be 
associated with them in the pro- 
cedure suggested, 

POLAND. 

A new situation has been cre- 
ated in Poland as a result of her 
complete liberation by the Red 
Army. This calls for the estab- 
lishment of a Polish provisional 
Government which can be more 
broadly based than was possible 
before the recent liberation of 
Western Poland. The provisional 
Government which is now func- 
tioning in Poland should there- 
fore be reorganized on a broader 
democratic basis with the _ in- 
clusion of democratic leaders 
from Poland itself and from 
Poles abroad. This new Govern- 
ment should then be called the 
Polish provisional Government of 
National Unity. 

M. Molotov, Mr. Harriman and 
Sir A. Clark Kerr are authorized 
as a commission to consult in the 
first instance in Moscow’ with 
members of the present provision- 
al government and with other Pol- 
ish democratic leaders from with- 
in Poland and from abroad, with 
a view to the reorganization of 
the peresnt government along the 
above lines. This Polish provi- 
sional government of national 
unity shall be pledged to the hold- 
ing of free and unfettered elec- 
tions as soon as possible on the 
basis of universal] suffrage and 
Secret ballot. In these elections 
all democratic and anti-Nazi par- 
ties shall have the right to take 
part and to put forward candi- 
dates. 

When a Polish Provisional Gov- 
ernment of National Unity has 
been properly formed in conform- 
ity with the above, the Govern- 
ment of the U. 8. 8. R., which now 
maintains diplomatic relations 
with the present Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Poland, and the Gov- 
ernment of the United Kingdom 
and the Government of the U. S. A. 
will establish diplomatic relations 
with the new Polish Provisional 
Government of National Unity and 
will exchange ambassadors by 
whose reports the respective gov- 
ernments will be kept informed 
about the situation in Poland.

MEETINGS OF FOREIGN SEC- 

RETARIES. 

Throughout the conference, be- 
sides the daily meetings of the 
heads of governments and the for- 
eign secretaries, separate meetings 
of the three foreign secretaries 
annd their advisors have also been 
held daily. 

These meetings have proved of 
the utmost value and the confer- 
ence agreed that permanent ma- 
chinery should be set up for regu- 
lar consultation between the three 
foreign secretaries. They will, 
therefore, meet as often as may 
be necessary, probably about ev- 
ery three or four months. These 
meetings will be held in rotation 
in the three capitals, the first 
meeting being held in London, 
after the United Nations confer- 
ence on world organization. 


Unity for Peace as for War. 

Our meeting here in the Crimea 
has reaffirmed our common de- 
termination to maintain and 
strengthen in the peace to come 
that unity of purpose and of ac- 
tion which has made victory pos- 
sible and certain for the United 
Nations in this war. We believe 
that this is a sacred obligation 
which our governments owe to 
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our peoples and to all the peoples 
of the world. 

Only with the continuing and 
growing co-operation and under- 
standing among our three coun- 
tries and among all the peace-lov- 
ing nations can the highest as- 
piration of humanity be realized 
——@ secure and lasting peace which 
will, in the words of the Atlantic 
Charter, “afford assurance that all 
the men in al] the lands may live 
out their lives in freedom from 


fear and want.” 

Victory in this war an destab- 
lishment of the proposed interna- 
tional organization will provide 
the greatest opportunity in all his- 
tory to create in the years to come 
the essential conditions of such a 
peace,

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IN BITTER MANILA FIGHTING 


Squeezing Japanese Between River and Bay 


Front— Island in 


the Pasig Cleared 


of Foe. 


MANILA, Feb. 12 (AP).—The 
bitter fight for Manila, against 
the backdrop of a blackened and 
still burning city, drove slowly 
ahead today, house by house and 
street by street. 

The city burned for the eighth 
consecutive night last night. 
Downtown Manila, south of the 
Pasig River, is a scene of deso- 
lation. 

Hundreds of Japanese dead 
have been counted in the streets. 
Many more hundreds probably 
are buried beneath the debris 
which they have pulled down and 
are continuing to pull down with 
them, 

Fighting of this bitterness is 
not being done without cost to 
us or the Filipinos, whose city 
has been turned into a battle 
zone, In the embattled southern 
section, the Thirty-seventh In- 
fantry and First Caval Divi- 
sions are slowly squeezing the 
enemy between the river and the 
bay front. 

Probably the toughest fight 
yesterday afternoon was around 
the Ermita cemetery, about a 
mile and a half from the high 
commissioner’s residence on the 
waterfront. 

The open space around the cem- 
etery was densely mined with 
depth charges, light plastic mines 
and even aerial bombs. That space 
had to be cleared under fire of 
machine guns, mortars, 75mm. 
guns mounted in market buildings 
and five-inch naval] rifles em- 
placed on the second and third 
floors of the Philippine General 
Hospital. 

Engineers had their work cut 
out for them, too, for one of three 
ppntoon bridges across the Pasig 
had twice been hit by enemy artil- 
lery fire, 

Island Cleared, 


On the brighter side, the 129th 
Regiment of the Thirty-seventh 
Division cleaned out the stubborn- 
ly resisting Provisor Island in the 
Pasig, from which the enemy had 
been lobbing mortar missiles into 
our bridgehead sector. The island 
is about opposite the Malacan 
Palace. 

This morning for the first time 
there was no reply to the pin- 
pointed gunning of “Little Tokyo,” 
the pre-war Japanese section of 
Delta Island, near the mouth of 
the Pasig. ; 

Maj. Gen. Verne D. Mudge’s 
First Cavalry Division thrust deep 
into south Manila from the east 
yesterday after fording the Pasig 
again, Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
reported, 


The cavalrymen swept over the 
Neilson airstrip and through the 
Santa Ana district southeast of 
the flame-blackened business dis- 
trict, fashioning a firm vise on 
the entrenched enemy garrison in 
the ninth day of the bloody battle 
for the capital. 

American artillery shells and 
rockets raked the enemy positions. 

Eleventh Airborne Division 
Yanks under Maj. Gen. Joseph M. 
Swing were battling around Nich- 


ols Field at the southern out- 
skirts, and sent units northward 
to within a half-mile of the Amer- 
ican Polo Club. 

In five days of fighting around 
Nichols Field the Americans have 
captured 12 large guns—10 eight- 
inch cannon and two aix-inchers. 
Seventy-five Marine dive bomb- 
ers added their weight to the 
artillery pounding the desperate 
enemy. They tore devastatingly 
into a stubborn Japanese position 
near Fort William McKinley, at 
the southern edge of the capital. 
Sheets of flame spread over 
Corregidor, historic fortress at the 
entrance to Manila Bay, Saturday 
night, indicating American bombs 
might have set off ammunition 
dumps. United States bombers 
have hit the island regularly for 
several weeks in softening up Ma- 
nila Bay defenses, 

With the central Luzon cam- 
paign at a virtual end except for 
mopping up of scattered pockets, 
armored units of the Sixth Divi- 
sion under Maj. Gen. Edwin D. 
Patrick were fast approaching 
the east coast of Luzon over a 
mountain road from Bongabon to 
Baler Bay. Fighter planes were 
im close support. 


Control Main Roads. 


The Americans now are astride 
all of Luzon’s main highways 
north of Manila on a line running 
southeastward from  Lingayen 
Gulf. The bulk of the Japanese 
garrison on Luzon is bottled up in 
mountain valleys in the northeast. 
Smaller elements are trapped on 
the west coast in the Zambales 
mountains and on Bataan penin- 
sula, where some of the toughest 
fighting of the campaign is in 
progress. 

American P-T boats reported a 
bag of 20 Japanese coastal ves- 
sels in the vicinity of San Fer- 
nando, north of Lingayen Gulf. 

United States bombers by night 

set fires and destroyed a number 
of parked planes at Takao air- 
drome on Formosa, and by day 
sank two cargo ships offshore. 
Manggar airdrome and a ship- 
yard on northern Borneo were 
among aerial targets. 
The Toxyo radio juggled casual- 
ty figures on the Luzon fighting, 
placing American dead and 
wounded at 19,000 in one broad- 
cast and raising the total to more 
than 30,000 in another, It said the 
Japanese losses were 6500 killed 
or wounded in the month follow- 
ing the Jan. 9 Yank landing. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur has 
listed American casualties for the 
four weeks of fighting as 7076, in- 
cluding 1609 dead, 5276 wounded 
and 191 missing. He said Japa- 
nese casualties were approximate- 
ly 48,000.

‘UNITY’ CABINET 


Former’s Opposition to 
Sitting With Commu- 
nists Overcome by 
Premier Van Acker. 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 12 (AP),.—Bel- 
gian Premier Achille Van Acker, 
who served as Labor Minister in 
the Cabinet of Hubert Pierlot 
which was dissolved Wednesday, 
formed a new “national unity” 
government last night and an- 
nounced he was retaining Paul 
Henri Spaak as Minister of For- 
eign Affairs and Deputy Premier. 

The new Cabinet contains Social- 
ists, Liberals, Communists and 
Catholics who, until Saturday, had 
been undecided as to whether they 
would agree to sit in with Com- 
munist party representatives. 

The Government of resigned 
Premier Pierlot originally had 19 
members but this was reduced to 
16 by resignations. The new Cabi- 
net appointed by Van Acker con- 
tained 18 names including his own 
as Prime Minister and Administra- 
tor of Coal. 

There were reports that, as their 
price for sitting in the same Cab 
net with Communists, the Catho- 
lics had made several demands for 
specific portfolios including that 
of Minister of Justice. However, 
there was no official confirmation. 

The Catholics got six places in 
the new body, the Socialists got 
five, the Liberals four and the 
Communists two. The eighteenth 
member has no party affiliations,

FOR 100,000 PUPILS 


Parents to Be Called to At- 
tend Sessions and 
Lectures. 


All of the 100,000 St. Louis pub- 
lic school children will have their 
teeth examined under a new long- 
range program announced today 
by Dr. Alexander E. Murphy, di- 
rector of the department of dental 
health. 

The department of dental health 
was created last fall under the di- 
vision of health and hygiene of the 
St. Louis public schools board of 


education. Since becoming director 
of the departlment last October 
Dr. Murphy has been planning the 
new program. 

Under it parents of school chil- 
dren to be examined will be sum- 
moned to attend the examination, 
Parents will be given educational 
lectures on the results of teeth 
neglect, and will be given specific 
information concerning the condi- 
tion of their children’s teeth. 

Public school nurses will follow 
up the results of such examination 
and parents will be urged to have 
teeth defects repaired either by 
private dentists or by dentists at 
the Municipal Dental Clinic, if 
they cannot afford private dental 
care. No compulsion is involved 
in the program. 

The first examination will be at 
9 a. m, next Monday at Woerner 
School, 6131 Leona street. Dr. 
Murphy will demonstrate the ex- 
amination procedure to the five 
part-time and one full-time den- 
tists who will assist him in the 
program. Dentists include one 
Negro, who will examine the teeth 
of Negro children. 

Children will be examined in 
groups of 40, under the program. 
Dental conditions will be co-ordi- 
nated with general physical prob- 
lems of the children in co-opera- 
tion with the school physicians. 

Under the program every St. 
Louis school child will be exam- 
ined every two years. Statistics 
will be kept, so any improvement 
in the condition of the teeth of 
St. Louis schoo] children can be 
noted,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP). 
—A $99,165,940 War Department 
civil functions supply bill for the 
next fiscal year wag approved to- 
day by the House Appropriations 
Committee. 

All but about 11 million dollars 
of the total was allocated to the 
Army Engineers Corps for main- 
tenance and improvement of the 
war-curtailed rivers and harbors 
and flood control program. 

The bill’s total was $3,309,900 
below appropriations for’ the 
same purposes this year and 
$97,300 under budget estimates. 

Only $3,970,000 was allocated 
for new river and harbor work, 
the committee asserting such 
projects must be held to a mini- 
mum because of manpower and 
material shortages. 

Slightly more than seven mil- 
lion dollars was set aside for new 
flood control construction, in addi- 
tion to 30 million for flood control 
operations on the Mississippi Riv- 
er and its tributaries. The new 
Mississippi funds boost to about 
$547,000,000 the amount appropri- 
ated for that project, for which 
Congress has authorized an ex- 
penditure for $862,982,000. 

An appropriation of $4,509,000 
for Illinois flood control projects 
was approved by the committee. 
Illinois construction proposed in- 
cludes $1,495,000 for the Wood 
River drainage and levee _ dis- 
trict; $1,140,000 for the Harrison- 
ville and Ivy Landing drainage 
and levee district No. 2; $1,000,- 
000 for East St. Louis and vi-

Mrs. Mary Meehan Harries, Who Lost Hus- 
band and Brother, Broadcasts From Manila 
—Her Weight Dropped From 165 to 107. 


Mrs. Mary Meehan Harries, a 
former East St. Louisan who lost 
her husband and a brother in the 
Philippines, said yesterday in a 


f|radio broadcast from the Santo 
jo | Tomas internment camp in Ma- 
fee | Nila, where she had been held for 

jithree years, that 


the internees 
never lost hope because “we knew 
Gen. MacArthur would not let us 
down.” 

Mrs, Harries, who was society 
editor of the East St. Louls Jour- 
nal from 1921 to 1927, said her 
weight dropped from 165 pounds 
to 107 during her internment. “No 
one can tell me that you can’t 
reduce on rice,” she added. 

She said her greatest thrill was 
meeting Gen, MacArthur and add- 
ed that she wanted to share with 
Army women everywhere, who 
know that some loved one will 
never return from the Philippines, 
the comforting words of Mac- 
Arthur that “the men who fought 
and died here are gone in body 
but not in spirit.” 

The men of Bataan and Corregi- 
dor who were released from Bill- 


bid Prison “look fine considering 
what they went through,” she 
said. She named several Army of- 
ficers among the Bilibid prisoners 
whom she had known in the Phil- 
ippines prior to the war. None 
was from the St. Louis area, 

Mrs. Harries and her husband, 
Col. Herbert L. Harries, a retired 
Army officer, had lived in Manila 
since 1928 and at the time of 
Pear] Harbor he was recommis- 
sioned, He died on Corregidor of 
a wound suffered in World War I 
and was buried there Easter Sun- 
day, 1942.

Meehan, who also lived in 
Manila, was captured on Bataan, 
but it was unofficially reported 
he escaped during the infamous 
death march and died later in the 
home of a Filipino guerrilla, He 
is officially listed as missing in 
action. Another brother of Mrs. 
Harries is Thomas Bernard Mee- 
ig who is postmaster at Bluffs,

He recalled the debate on the 
League between the late Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge and the late 
Abbott Lawrence Lowell, then 
President of Harvard, at which 
Coolidge, then Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, presided. After the dis- 
cussion, he said, Gov. Coolidge 
was asked for a decision, and re- 
plied: “Both sides won.” 

The educator, who is a Repub- 
lican, views Senator Leverett Sal- 
tonstall of Massachusetts as a 
leader whom the party should fol- 
low. “If it doesn’t follow men like 
Saltonstall and Stassen, the Re- 
publican party will soon be dead,” 
he remarked.

SMOKE PALL OF 

MONTH, 4TH IN °45 

Visibility Half Mile at 9 A.M. 


—Light Wind Clears 
the Air. 


St. Louis had its first moderate 
smoke pall of the month this 
morning and its fourth since the 
first of the year, when the 
Weather Bureau adopted a new 
scale of measurement. Under the 
old system, today’s smoke would 
have been recorded as thick from 
8:45 o’clock, when visibility 
dropped to five-eighths of a mile, 
until 9:10 o'clock. 

Minimum visibility was record- 

ed at 9 o’clock, when it was one- 
half mile, the bureau said. A light 
wind varying from south to south- 
east started earrying the smoke 
out of the citv a few minutes 
after 9 o'clock. 
' Under the new system of meas- 
urement, smoke is classified as 
heavy when visibility is less than 
five-sixteenths of a mile; moder- 
ate between five-sixteenth and 
five-eighths, and light between 
five-eighths and six miles. Light 
smoke has been recorded every 
day this month under the new 
measurement, the Weather Bu- 
reau said. No heavy palls have 
been recorded since the new scale 
was introduced.

—ThRe Senate confirmed today 
President Roosevelt's nomination 
of his 34-year-old son, Elliott, to 
the rank of Brigadier General in 
the Army. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP).— 
Senator Bushfield (Rep.), South 
Dakota, contended today that Cob 
Elliott Roosevelt, the President's 
son, is an “amateur” compared 
with some of the 9600 other Army 
Colonels awaiting el.vation. Open- 
ing debate on young Roosevelt's 
promotion to be a Brigadier Gen- 
eral, Bushfield said “the lips of 
men in the Officers’ Corps are 
sealed, They do not dare to pro 
test.” 

Asserting he czpoke for this 
group since some one on the out- 
side must advance their “silent 
protest,” Bushfield said, “we have 
something like 9600 active Col- 
onels, any one of whom is ready 
for promotion. Of this number, 
2351 are graduates of the Military 
Academy at West Point.” 

He said: these men spent years 
of study to win their ranks. 

“These men have the human re- 
action of protest, if silent,” Bush- 
field continued, “against the ad- 
vancement of youngsters who are 
wholly amateurs at the military 
game-except for the period of the 
war.” 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
told the Senate that “because he 
happens’to be the son of the Pres- 
ident should not be a liability to 
a man in serving his country.” 

Thomas and Senator Ldcas 
(Dem.), Hlinois, sharply criticised 
a charge by Bushfield that young 
Roosevelt had been guilty of con- 
duct unbecoming an officer, in the 
incident involving the dog Blaze. 

Lucas said he thought “it is un- 
fortunate that any senator would 
intimate that any officer is being 
promoted through favoritism — 
that he had to get the nod from 
someone.”

Although the 1944 season was 
the Browns’ most successful in 20 
years, directors voted today not 
to pay any dividend to stock- 
holders, but to retain the profits 
in the club treasury in order to 
improve the playing strength of 
the team when it is available. 

At home the Browns played to 
a total of 671,782 persons and on 
the road to 745,014, 

In. Sportsman’s Park, 533,264 
patrons paid, 55,802 were service 
men, 17,136 blood donors, 21,946 
boys and girls, 21,900 women, 2705 
stockholders, 19,029 passes, On the 
road, all the attendance was paid. 

The present officers and direc- 
tors of the club were re-elected. 
The directors are Donald L. 
Barnes, president; William O. De 
Witt, general manager; Willard R. 
Cox, Anthony A. Buford, Alonzo 
G. Curtis, Harry C. Arthur, Rich- 
ard C. Muckerman, Frank C. Rand, 
Sam C. McCluney,: Herbert W. 
Waltke. 

Barnes’ Statement. 

In a statement issued at the 
conclusion of the directors’ meet- 
ing which followed that of the 
stockholders and which was 
signed by Barnes, the club stated 
the management believes it is war- 
ranted in proceeding with plans 
for spring training and that it be- 
lieves basebal) will continue 
throughout the 1945 season. 

The statement: 

“The season of 1944 was the most 
guccessful from an artistic point 
of view as well as from the finan- 
cial viewpoint in over two decades 
in the history of the Browns. The 
club’s performance on the field 
and the position held in the race 
attracted the real interest of the 
fans about the middle of the sea- 
son and from then on until the 
close of the season patronage of 
the club increased very largely,

While the amount of 
profit did net come anywhere 
near equaling the losses sus- 
tained in prior y@ars and in or- 
der to maintain the club on a 
sound financial basis, the direc- 
tors believe it expedient to re- 
tain profits in the business to 
insure the future success of the 
club. 

“While stockholders are natural- 
ly interested in the financial suc- 
cess of the corporation, it is be- 
lieved by the management that the 
public and the fans are interested 
in the financial affairs of the com- 
pany only to the extent that the 
finances of the club are sufficient 
to keep a good and contending 
club on the field.

Hype Igoe, Veteran 
Sports Writer, Dead

NEW YORK, Feb. 12 (AP).— 
Herbert A. (Hype) Igoe, 67, sports 
writer and cartoonist for the 
Hearst newspapers, died Saturday 
night at Flushing Hospital, Flush- 
ing, Queens, after a long illness.

Cornerstone for Co-operation on 
World's Economic Problems 


Loans and Guarantees by Government Es- 
sential Until Private Investors Participate 
in Foreign Investment, He Says—Must 
Be Ready for Victory.

To the Congress of the United 
States: 


In my budget message of Jan. 9 
I called attention to the need for 
immediate action on the Bretton 
Woods proposals for an interna- 
tional monetary fund and an in- 
ternational bank for reconstruc- 
tion and development. It is my 
purpose in this message to indi- 
cate the importance of these in- 
ternational organizations in our 
plans for a peaceful and prosper- 
ous world, 

As we dedicate our total efforts 
‘to the task of winning this war 
we must never lose sight of the 
fact that victory is not only an 
end in itself but, in a large sense, 
victory offers us the means of 
achieving the goal of lasting peace 
and a better way of life. Victory 
does not insure the achievement 
of these larger goals—it merely 
offers us the opportunity—the 
chance—to seek their attainment. 
Whether we will have the courage 
and vision to avail ourselves of 
this tremendous opportunity—pur- 
chased at so great a cost—is yet 
to be determined. On our shoul- 
ders rests the heavy responsibility 
for making this momentous deci- 
sion. I have said before, and I 
repeat again: This generation has 
a rendezvous with destiny. 


Solid Foundations 


For Peace Necessary. 

If we are to measure up to the 
task of peace with the same sta- 
ture as we have measured up to 
the task of war, we must see that 
the institutions of peace rest firm- 
ly on the solid foundations of in- 
ternational political and economic 
co-operation. The cornerstone for 
international political co-operation 
is the Dumbarton Oaks proposal 
for a permanent United Nations. 
International political relations 
will be friendly and constructive, 
however, only if solutions are 
found to the difficult economic 
problems we face today. The cor- 
nerstone for international econom- 
ic cooperation is the Bretton 
Woods proposal for an interna- 
tional monetary fund and an in- 
ternational bank for reconstruc- 
tion and development. 

These proposals for an interna- 
tional fund and international bank 
are concrete evidence that the eco- 
nomic objectives of the United 
States agree with those of the 
United Nations. They illustrate 
our unity of purpose and interest 
in the economic field. What we 
need and what they need cor- 
respond — expanded production, 
employment, exchange and con- 
sumption—in other words, more 
goods produced, more jobs, more 
trade, and a higher standard of 
living for us all. To the people 
of the United States this means 
real peacetime employment for 
those who will be returning from 
the war and for those at home 
whose wartime work has ended. 
It also means orders and profits to 
our industries and fair prices to 
our farmers. We shall need pros- 
perous markets in the world to in- 
sure our own prosperity, and we 
shall need the goods the world can 
sell us. For al] these purposes, as 
well as for a peace that will en- 
dure, we need the partnership of 
the United Nations. 

The first problem in time which 
we must cope with is that of sav- 
ing life, and getting resources and 
people back into production. In 
many of the liberated countries 
economic life has all but stopped. 
Transportation systems are _ in 
ruins and, therefore, coal and raw 
materials cannot be brought to 
factories. Many factories them- 
selves are shattered, power plants 
smashed, transmission systems 
broken, bridges blown up or 
bombed, ports clogged with sunken 
wrecks, and great rich areas of 
farm land inundated by the sea. 
People are tired and sick and 
hungry. But they are eager to go 
to work again, and to create 
again with their own hands and 
under their own leaders the nec- 
essary physical basis of their lives. 

Emergency relief is under way 
behind the armies under the au- 
thority of local governments, 
backed up first by the Allied mili- 
tary command and after that by 
the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration. Our 
participation in the UNRRA has 
been approved by Congress. But 
neither UNRRA nor the armies 
are designed for the construction 
or reconstruction of large-scale 
public works or factories or power 
plants or transportation systems. 
That job must be done otherwise, 
and it must be started soon. 


Main Restoration Job 


One of Reconstruction. 

The main job of restoration is 
not one of relief. It is one of 
reconstruction which must largely 
be done by local people and their 
governments. They will provide 
the labor, the local money, and 
most of the materials. The same 
is true for all the many plans for 
the improvement of transporta- 
tion, agriculture, industry and 
housing, that are essential to the 
development of the economically 
backward areas of the world. But 
some of the things required for 
all these projects, both of recon- 
struction and development, will 
have to come from overseas. It is 
at this point that our highly de- 
veloped economy can play a role 
important to the rest of the world 
and very profitable to the United 
States. Inquiries for numerous

petitive depreciation of currencies

That would destroy all our 
We must move 
promptly to prevent its happen- 
ing, and we must move on several 
fronts, including finance and 


trade. 


United States ‘Should 


Act Promptly’ on Plan. 

The United States should act 
promptly upon the plan for the 
international bank, which will 
make or guarantee sound loans 
for the foreign currency require- 
ments of important reconstruc- 
tion and development projects in 


member countries. One of _ its 
most important functions will be 
to facilitate and make secure wide 
private participation in such loans. 
The articles of agreement consti- 
tuting the charter of the bank 
have been worked out with great 
care by an international confer- 
ence of experts and give adequate 
protection to all interests. I rec- 
ommend to the Congress that we 
accept the plan, subscribe the cap- 
ital allotted to us, and participate 
wholeheartedly in the bank’s work. 

This measure, with others I 
shall later suggest, should go far 
to take care of our part of the 
lending requirements of the post- 
war years. They should help the 
countries concerned to get pro- 
duction started, to get over the 
first crisis of disorganization and 


fear, to begin the work of recon- 
struction and development, and 
they should help our farmers and 
our industries to get over the 
crisis of reconversion by making 
a large volume of export business 
possible in postwar years. As con- 
fidence returns, private investors 
will participate more and more in 
foreign lending and investment 
without any Government assist- 
ance.. But to get over the first 
crisis, in the situation that con- 
fronts us, loans and guarantees 
by agencies of government will be 
essential. 

We all know, however, that a 
prosperous world economy must 
be built on more than foreign In- 
vestment. Exchange rates must 
be stabilized, and the channels of 
trade opened up throughout the 
world. A large foreign trade after 
victory will generate production 
and therefore wealth. It will also 
make possible the servicing of 
foreign investments, 

Almost no one in the modern 
world produces’ what he eats and 
wears and lives in. It is only by 
the division of labor among peo- 
ple and among geographic areas 
with all their varied resources, 
and by the increased all-around 
production which specialization 
makes possible, that any modern 
country can sustain its present 
population. It is through ex- 
change and trade that efficient 
production in large units becomes 
possible. To expand the trading 
circle, to make it richer, more 
competitive, more varied, is a fun- 
damental contribution to every- 
body’s wealth and welfare. 


‘This Will Be Long 
Complicated Business. 

It is time for the United States 
to take the lead in establishing 
the principle of economic co-oper- 
ation as the foundation for ex- 
panded world trade. We propose 
to do this, not by setting up a 
super-government, but by interna- 
tional negotiation and agreement, 
directed to the improvement of the 
monetary institutions of the 
world and of the laws that govern 
trade. We have done a good deal 
in those directions in the last 10 


Act of 1934 and through the sta- 
bilization fund operated by our 
Treasury. But our present ene- 
mies were powerful in those years 
too, and they devoted all theirs 
efforts not to international col- 
laboration, but to autarchy, and 
economic warfare. When victory 
is won we must be ready to go 


forward rapidly on a wide front. 
We all know very well that this 
will be a long and complicated 
business. 

A good start has been made. 
The United Nations monetary con- 
ference at Bretton Woods has 
taken a long step forward on a 
matter of great practical import- 
ance to us all. The conference 
submitted a plan to create an in- 
ternational monetary fund which 
will put an end to monetary chaos. 
The fund is a financial] institution

It may well be 
that the experience of future years 
will show us how they can be im- 
proved. I do wish to make it 
clea?, however, that these articles 
of agreement are the product of 
the best minds that 44 nations 
could muster. These men, who 
represented nations from all parts 
of the globe, nations in all stages 
of economic development, nations 
with different political and eco- 
nomic philosophies, have reached 
an accord which is presented to 
you for your consideration and ap- 
proval. It would be a tragedy if 
differences of opinion on minor 
details should lead us to sacrifice

Nor do I want to leave with 
you the impression that the fund 
and the bank are all that we will 
need to solve the economic prob- 
lems which will face the United 
Nations when the war is over.

HE necessity has long been recognized for a complete revision of 
the Missouri Constitution to meet modern governmental condi- 
tions, to make possible efficient and economical government, to 


enable residents of Missouri to have the benefits of a government 
geared to modern social conditions and to put Missouri in the front 


ranks of progressive states, 
Amended from time to time but 
unchanged in most of its provi- 


sions, the old Constitution, under 
which all laws were passed and 
all State: government conducted, 
was written by a convention 69 
years ago, in 1875, when Missouri 
was a frontier state, society rather 
primitive and demands of the peo- 
ple for public services were very 
limited. 

The State had not recovered 
from the unsettled conditions of 
the reconstruction days following 
the Civil War, a period when there 
was loose government, wasteful- 
ness and exploitation of the peo- 
ple through fictitious bond issues 
and wanton creation of public 
debt. 

The animosities growing out of 
the Civil War were still strong, 
and it was a strictly partisan con- 
vention which wrote the 1875 Con- 
stitution. Few of its delegates 
were men of vision. They pre- 
pared a Constitution in the light 
of the times, based upon partisan 
control of the government. It

An Undercover Drive 


One way of selling an attack on progressive 
democracy is to disguise it as a campaign against 
high taxes, and that’s exactly what Frank Gan- 
nett’s Committee for Constitutional Government 
and the American Taxpayers’ Association are do- 
ing. Their method is as underhanded as their 
intent. 

These groups are lobbying extravagantly with 
state Legislatures while the people’s attention is 
elsewhere. Seventeen Legislatures have ap- 
proved a proposal for a twenty-second amend- 
ment to the Constitution. This measure is called 
the ‘millionaires’ amendment” because it would 
prevent Congress from taxing incomes and es- 
tates more thari 25 per cent. 

Congressmen themselves were vastly surprised 
when Representative Wright Patman of Texas 


’ disclosed nearly a year ago that the secret lob- 


bies had had so much success. ‘The public has 
had ample time to become surprised, too, yet the 


twenty-second amendment crowd works quietly 


along. 

The undercover method is not new. It was 
tried once before, and the eighteenth amend- 
ment was the result. Legislatures bowed to the 
prohibition lobby while the people’s back was 
turned and millions of young men were gone to 
war. Prohibition endured for more than a dec- 


* ade to shake confidence in democratic processes. 


Under a 25 per cent limit on income taxation, 
there would be little difference in the rate of 
taxes paid by millionaires and those paid by per- 
sons with the lowest taxable income. Federal 
revenue would be reduced in time of a costly 
war, and low-income groups would face higher 
taxes to pay off the national debt. A Federal 
sales tax would be one almost inevitable result. 


In any case, the purchasing and investment. 


power of most of the people would be restricted. 
This could turn the nation’s economic problems 
into an economic crisis. 

The last time the people’s purchasing power 
was depressed, the millionaire population fell 
off considerably. Therefore, it is unlikely that 
the proposed “millionaires’ amendment” would 
help the millionaires. 

If unwise for its supporters, the twenty-second 
amendment would be ruinous for most of the 
people. Little business would suffer before big 
business, and if the wealthy found it hard to 
pay taxes on their incomes, the less wealthy 
would find it hard to get an income. Would 
anyone profit by this reactionary scheme? 

Seventeen Legislatures ought to rescind ap- 
proval of the twenty-second amendment. Thirty- 
one more should be on the alert against it. Con- 
gress should investigate the whole business un- 
less it wishes to be by-passed helplessly. And 
the people must realize what this under-the- 
counter offer amounts to, before it is too late 
to say ‘No sale.”

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Small Business in Light Metals 

The forthcoming effort of the Senate Small 
Business Committee to see whether 60,000 small 
businesses cannot be founded on the light 
metals—notably aluminum and magnesium—is 
another reminder that we stand on the threshold 
of a new technical revolution. Indeed, the revo- 
lution is already largely achieved in war ma- 
terials. The problem will be to translate it into 
the goods of peace. 

No special effort will be required to think up 
high-volume uses. It is perfectly clear that we 
shall have more lightweight trains. Probably 
we shall also see substantially lighter automo- 
biles. But we shall be missing a great oppor- 
tunity if we do not also go after the manifold 
small-scale applications—in household appli- 
ances, for example, and in sub-assemblies for 
large articles. In this general field lie the 
chances of small business. 

The Senate committee’s purpose has at least 
two merits. It may help find use for some of 
the enormously expanded capacity to produce 
aluminum and magnesium metal. To the extent 
that it succeeds, it may’ save us some fyture 
monopoly troubles by dispersing an industry 
that is now closely held.

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Bestiality in War 

That the hunt for bloodthirsty monsters need 
reach far, wide and deep among the German 
people is attested once again in what happened 
to Pvt. William H. Edwards of Missouri. His 
foot blown off, his throat parched, three German 
soldiers gave him no water, took his cigarettes, 
and rigged him up as the trigger of a booby 
trap to destroy himself and any American who 
came to his relief. 

War to us is a form of enforced inhumanity 
in protection against inhumanity still more de- 
vastating. What then shall we say of the 
monsters who seize with ghoulish pleasure on 
war’s general confusion to attack life’s most 
fundamental decency? And what shall we say 
to the like of William Edwards unless we are 
coldly ruthless with every enemy we can identify 
as a murderous beast? 

We cannot give Edwards, we cannot give other 
mistreated and murdered American sons eye- 
for-eye recompense, for when the day of judg- 
ment comes, his three Germans, and a host of 
others like them, will be exceedingly “good” 
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Germans. We lack the fingerprints to prove 
them liars. But we can try to the limit. And 
we can, if we will, make it impossible for man- 
kind’s enemies to do with Edwards’ sons as they 
did with the father.

If Russia Joins 

The decision of the Kremlin to join the 
Combined Chiefs of Staff Committee, of which 
hitherto the United States and Britain have been 
the only members, would indeed represent a 
great advance in the practical co-operation of 
the three great Allies. It is greatly to be hoped 
therefore, that the Washington Post’s announce- 
ment that this was the first agreement to be 
made by Roosevelt, Stalin and Churchill in their 
conference is correct. 

The important thing to keep in mind about 
this is its connotation as to the attitude of the 
U. S. S. R. in the Pacific war. It must not be 
forgotten that a technical state of peace still 
exists between Russia and Japan. 

The agreement for neutrality between these 
two empires, negotiated in the spring of 1941, 
only a few months before Hitler opened his un- 
declared war on Russia, bound each to non-inter- 
vention for five years, and provided that a year 
before the expiration of the first five years of 
the undertaking, the contracting parties should 
determine whether it would be renewed or not. 
This time is close at hand, but there are signs 
that Stalin has already made up his mind that 
the answer is No. 

The Combined Chiefs of Staff, which this 
month completed its third year, has proved per- 
haps the most useful and successful single organ 
of military collaboration created since we have 
been in the shooting war. By daily comparisons 
of views and plans, decisions are made as to 
the military services of this country and Britain. 

When this structure was launched in February, 
1942, it -was obvious that it would be awkward 
for Russian members on a Combined Chiefs’ 
organization to dissociate themselves from the 
U. S.-U. K. discussion of our war against Japan 
From every practical standpoint, such an opera- 
tion would have been inefficient and unsatisfac- 
tory. Also, it would have been most danger- 
ous for the Russians, because of the danger of 
Japanese attack on Siberia, and of the closing 
of the Pacific route for goods from America. 

There is no evidence that Stalin was then 
offered a Russian side of the Combined Chiefs, 
but the inference was plain that he had consid- 
ered it and turned it down. That is what would 
make the Russian entry into the collaborative 
structure today of such outstanding significance. 

If Russia enters, other developments probably 
impend. It would indeed be a development of 
far-reaching importance. 
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Staggering Statistics 

Since Pearl Harbor, the war has cost this 
country 238 billion dollars, or seven times the 
total cost of World War I, Mr. Morgenthau says, 

The national debt is now almost 233 billion 
dollars, an increase of 55 billions within a year. 

Those two staggering statistics add up to a 
powerful argument for indorsing a world organ- 
ization to prevent World War III. 
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A Dog and a Delay 

The fact that Col. Elliott Roosevelt’s dog had 
received an A priority for an airplane trip be- 
came puélic on Jan. 17. Senate committee inves- 
tigators whizzed into action, and have already 
tracked down responsibility for this abuse of 
Army air transportation. Maj. Gen. Harold L. 
George, chief of the Air Transport Command, 
acknowledges that “a serious mistake was made, 
and it cannot be justified.” 

It can be expected that vigilance over air 
transport will be tightened as a result of the 
episode. The Senate committee deserves a 
compliment for its speedy action in digging up, 
within three and a half weeks, the full facts 
about this flagrant error of judgment. 

While marveling at the speed and zeal dis- 
played on this occasion, one is compelled to 
wonder why nothing of the kind has been shown 
on another case that cries even more loudly 
for investigation. We refer to the charges about 
Attorney General Biddle’s policies in the Depart- 
ment of Justice, and the influence exerted there 
by Lobbyist Thomas G. Corcoran. These charges 
came into the open about two and a half months 
ago, and have been widely discussed since the 
ouster of former Assistant Attorney General 
Norman Littell because he dared criticise his 
chief, but nothing has been done. 

The airplane incident called for full investiga- 
tion, of course. But isn’t the conduct of the 
Department of Justice of far more basic im- 
portance to the country’s welfare? Then why, 
we ask, hasn’t Congress devoted to it any of the 
eagerness and indignation applied to following 
the trail of Col. Roosevelt's airborne dog?

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


These are the “War Years”—years more 
bitter than those known to a past genera- 
tion of Americans, and to their great Presi- 
dent. These are the years that made 
Abraham Lincoln a man of sorrows, and 
the years of problems that caused him to 
grow, and rise to almost mythical great- 
ness. 

The words spoken upon a great battle- 
field of the past “War Years” are well 
known to every American. Each year the 
thoughts contained in that simple but sub- 
lime address at Gettysburg are brought to 
the attention of our people. They deserve 
the contemplation of each new generation 
of Americans, in the hope that we may re- 
dedicate ourselves to the great task remain- 
ing before us—the realization of our Ameri- 
can democracy in its fullest sense, the at- 
tainment of Abraham Lincoln’s America. 


Most Uncommon American 


The principal events of the life of Lin- 
coln are common lore to every American, 
A few sentences of his better known ad- 
dresses persist in being remembered, and a 
few Lincoln anecdotes have aroused laugh- 
ter among all of the people. But Lincoln, 
the typical American, remains almost un- 
known to his people. Although he spoke 
and wrote more often than most men, 
many of his greatest utterances remain un- 
known. 


America respects its Lincoln as a great 
man; he is America’s Lincoln; a birth of 
the American soil. We like to hear the 
slightly erroneous story of the rise from 
the despair of poverty to the White House 
because it represents the opportunities that 
are presented in America. We fee] that 
Lincoln was one of us—a man of the com- 
mon people. 


He was a man for the common people; 
for Lincoln was one of the most uncom- 
mon of Americans, He wag not an unusual 
man in the sense of the supernatural but, 
as one great President has phrased it, 
“normal in gigantic proportions.” He felt 
the pulse beat of a nation, and responded 
to the nation’s needs. The people were 
Lincoln’s America, and he knew them as 
few executives have known them. 


It has been a practice of writers, propa- 
gandists, politicians, newspapermen and a 
host of others to take passages from Lin- 
coln’s writings to support a cause which 
they have espoused. One can, it is said, 
find support for almost any thesis in the 
words of Lincoln. 


Spoke for No One Class Only 


This may seem paradoxical, but really 
there is little strange in it.. Labor union- 
ists cite the words of Lincoln in favor of 
strikes, and the fact that he deemed labor 
prior to capital. Capitalists quote his 
phrase that the making of money by some 
proved that others had the same oppor- 
tunity. The words about not destroying 
the house of another man are frequently 
cited in defense of the status quo. 


Such words at first may seem most con- 
tradictory but studied in a comprehensive 
sense, they represent Lincoln’s America. 
Abraham Lincoln spoke for no one class in 
America; he spoke for Americans. 

Lincoln saw America as the sum and 
substance of all its people—the capitalist, 
the laborer, the professional man, the im- 


migrant, the naturalized American, the 
Negro and the white man, the children and 
the adults. He lent hig voice to support 
of the German immigrant and the Irish 
immigrant; he demanded that the Negro 
be given an opportunity to share in Amer- 
ican life. 


He spoke in favor of labor; he spoke in 
favor of capital. On the one hand he re- 
joiced that men might strike to remedy in- 
dustrial oppression, upon the other he 
warned labor that it must consider Amer- 
ica a land of all classes—a nation in which 
capital deserved as full consideration as 
labor. 


A lad from poor beginnings, he had no 
contempt for riches, and did not see the 
necessity of the destruction of one class 
of Americans to benefit another. Neither 
did he encourage any class to benefit at 
the expense of others. 

Lincoln rose as others have risen, be- 
came a member of the middle class, but 
he never forgot that his change of condi- 
tion was representative of his America, No 
one class or group was America to Lincoln 
—the people were America; the miners 
were America; the farmers and the fac- 
tory workers were America; the teachers, 
the doctors, the lawyers, the employer and 
employe, the school children, and the 
soldiers—these were Lincoln’s America, 


Shall We Fail Lincoln? 


Each individual was a part of the Lin- 
coln democracy, and if he did not live to 
realize his dream, he at least worked 
toward that America in which no man or 
class symbolizes our nation, but considera- 
tion for every class is demanded, and the 
dignity of the individual is the cornerstone 
of democracy. 

It is good to remember the Gettysburg 
Address, but better to put it into practice. 
Let us study Lincoln’s words as comprehen- 
sive of Americans of every class and occu- 
pation as component parts of the nation. 
In such a sense his words are not contra- 
dictory, but offer an America with consid- 
eration of each individual, and opportunity 
to all. 3 

Lincoln's America as pictured in his 
words is almost unknown to our people, 
yet present-day America can make the 
words of Lincoln a living reality. 

Shall we, Lincoln’s America of today, fail 
him? Or shall we have that faith in democ- 
racy that he had, a government for each 
individual, a government of each Amer. 
ican, a government by every person? 

Lincoln lives in the words of the Gettys- 
burg Address. He can live in the building 
of an America represented in all] his words 
—in the co-operation of all classes that 
made up, and today make up Lincoln’s 
America.

The Man Who Taught Lincoln 
Is Redeemed From Obscurity 


“Mentor Graham,” by Kunigunde Duncan and D. F. 
Nickols. (University of Chicago Press, Chicago.) 
Mentor Graham was the man who taught 

Lincoln in the Illinois settlement that was 
first called New Salem and then, as its im- 
portance waned, Old Salem. It has been 
generally known that Lincoln had a school 
teacher and, not so generally, that his name 
wag Mentor Graham. But little was known 
about the man who, it should have been ob- 
vious, had much to do with the shaping 
of Lincoln's life. 

Biographers, mainly because there was 
little recorded information about him, neg- 
lected Graham. The material that would 
have been available, his books and papers, 
were destroyed by fire. So that, until the 
publication of this book, there were only 
20 statements about him to be found in the 
voluminous Lincoln literature,

D. F. Nickols of Lincoln, IL, long con- 
nected with teaching in the heart of the 
Lincoln country, had a special interest in 
Mentor Graham and a growing feeling that 
a biography of this shadowy figure should 
be written for the benefit of American his- 
tory. His interest was heightened when he 
discovered that one of the teachers on his 
staff, Miss Flora Graham, was a grand- 
daughter of Mentor Graham. He induced 
Kunigunde Duncan (Mrs. Bliss Isely of 
Wichita, Kan.), a professional writer, to 
collaborate with him in the biography. 

The task upon which they entered was 
extremely difficult, since the only way they 
could gather the information that they 
needed was from oral tradition. Traveling 
7000 miles in three states, over a period of 
five years, they interviewed more than 200 
of Graham’s descendants, pupils and others 
who remembered him. 

The fruit of their devotion and their la- 
bors is a remarkable biography which res- 
cues Mentor Graham from the obscurity in 
which he had been all but lost, and gives 
him a place in history as the man who 
taught Lincoln. He also deserves a place 
on hig own account, for Graham, if he had 
never known Lincoln, wag entitled to a 
high position among our pioneer educators, 

* s ° 


The purpose and promise of the book, “to 
render a measure of justice to a worthy 
pioneer schoolmaster, who, somehow, has 
been overlooked for three-quarters of a 
century,” are splendidly fulfilled. Justice 
is at last done to the forgotten man who 
did more for Lincoln than all others. 

The bones of Mentor Graham, brought 
back from South Dakota, repose in Farm- 
ers’ Point Cemetery, near restored New 
Salem. The teachers of Illinois have erect- 
ed a monument, on which is etched a Gre- 
cian lamp, a symbol of the light that the 
humble teacher lighted to burn through the 
ages. 

Now, “in the dim sanctuary of the tim- 
ber along the Sangamon,” stands a replica 
of Mentor Graham's first Illinois school- 
house. The mill is silent, but “the heart 
restores the whir of wheel.” “The 
whippoorwill sounds through the woods, 
and the cry of the nightjar. Back through 
the gathering dust you catch a glimpse of 
a log chimney where, nestled among its 
sweet wild crabs, stands the rude shrine 
of the man who taught Lincoln.”

It is an ominous symptom in a 
world where, supposedly, a fight 
for democracy is now being von. 
The greatest enemies of democ- 
racy are governments, including 
democratic governments. There is 
always a tendency on the part of 
men engaged in handling the 
levers of power to manipulate 
them according to their own opin- 
ions, even if those opinions differ 
from those of the peoples who 
gave them their mandates. 

This tendency does not always 
stem from ambition. It may be 
the result of no more dangerous 
a quality than impatience. A 
democratic statesman must take 
pains to explain and justify his 
actions to his countrymen, Some- 
times he finds the process too 
onerous and attempts to go ahead 
on the basis of his own judgement, 
Without taking the trouble to dis- 
cover whether his constituents 
understand or approve, 


Peril in Shortcuts. 


The temptation to take politi- 
cal shortcuts is a strong one, but 
the method is dangerous. When 
the Government gets out of touch 
with the people, it ceases to be 
democratic. 

One of the ways in which it 
gets out of touch is by operating 
in camera. When the people are 
excluded from the conversations 
of governments, usually by the 
method of barring the press, 
whose function it is to keep the 
people informed, a grave danger 
arises for any democratic state. 

There are two possibilities: the 
people may agree on what is be- 
ing decided by their governments 
or they may not. But if they are 
likely to agree, why not let them 
know what is going on? The 
suspicion must remain that when 
governmental commitments are 
kept a secret, it is because govern- 
ments fear that the peoples do 
not agree. 

And if they do not agree, in a 
democracy, there are again two 
possibilities: either the people will 
repudiate the decision of the Gov- 
ernment and its efforts will have 
been worthless; or the Govern- 
ment will impose its decision up- 
on the unwilling people and de- 
mocracy will disappear. In the 
first case, to prevent a political 
debacle, and in the second, to 
save democracy, the complete in- 
formation of the people is imper- 
ative, 


The Only Practical Way. 


This has been a standard thesis 
of mine: that “open covenants 
openly arrived at” is not an im- 
possible ideal, but a practical dip- 
lomatic method and, in fact, for 
a democracy, the only practical 


people, it is obviously advantage- 
ous that public approval should be 
secured from the outset—or the 
impossibility of securing it be 
demonstrated so that a _ futile 
course of action may be aban- 
doned and a better one found be- 
fore an insoluble situation is 
created, 

But it is customary to answer 
that only inexperienced persons 
would believe that in actual fact 
it is possible to carry on diplomacy 
in the clear light of day. Those 
who think in this fashion would 
argue that the people may very 
well agree on what the Big Three 
are deciding, but that unless their 
plans are kept secret until the last 
minute there is danger that they 
will fail. 


View of Mr. Welles. 


This I consider a bald assertion 
based on nothing more than past 
habits (and bad habits at that), 
incapable of proof; but for the mo- 
ment I am not interested in argu- 
ing this point, for I want to call 
attention to support from a person 
whose experience and capacity no 
one doubts on this question of the 
practicality of open diplomacy. 
My witness is the former Under 
Secretary of State of the United 
States, Sumner Welles. Mr. Welles 
has always enjoyed the reputation 
of being one of the rare techni- 
cians American diplomacy has 
possessed. Certainly, when he con- 
siders diplomatic methods, he 
thinks of them as they might be 
applied in practice, and he does 
so as a man of great experience. 

It was he who said, at a recep- 
tion given for him in New York, 
that he hoped “the American pub- 
lic will be told, from beginning to 
end, what’s going on and what 
will be agreed on” at the Big 
Three meeting. 


Vital to Our Future. 


“The knowledge and assurance 
of what their Government is do- 
ing” is more important than ever 
to the American people at this 
“most critical moment,” Mr. 
Welles said, adding that “the fu- 
ture of ourselves, our children and 
our grandchildren” will depend on 
a full report on the meeting being 
given to the public. 

Why? Because the peoples of 
the world today are more aware 
than their governments of the 
deep-lying issues for which the 
present war is being fought; be- 
cause the governments in many 
regions have taken the attitude 
of opposing the peoples— repre- 
sented by the spontaneous pop- 
ular action of resistance groups; 
because the governments can only 
be guided in the course in which 
the people will follow them if 
they submit to the pressure of 
popular opinion; and beeause pop-

E don’t want another WPA, 
W scrcwes by postwar depression or threat of depression, the Fed- 
eral Government must come to the aid of free enterprise, every- 
body agrees—but not with another WPA. If private employers cannot 
provide full employment, we say, the Government must be prepared 
to take up the slack—but not with a WPA. No more leaf-raking. 


No more boondoggling. No more 

So what? So we are going to 
have another WPA. 

We are going to have a WPA, 
or something like it under another 
name, if the House of Representa- 
tives doesn’t change its attitude 
toward planning for employment. 


The House has decided that $5,- 
000,000 is enough money with 
which to do a $75,000,000 planning 
job. The House proposes to spend 
too little now and thus make cer- 
tain that, when and if there is 
need for action, it will be too late 
—too late for anything except a 
WPA. The lesson of the last 20 
years seems to have been lost on 
the House, the lesson being that 
it takes time and money to make 
useful plans for useful public 
works. 


Why Cut Was Made. 


The House last week had before 
it an estimate of $75,000,000 as the 
amount needed under the War 
Mobilization and Reconversion 
Act to aid states and other non- 
Federal public agencies to make 
advance plans for public works. 
The Appropriations Committee had 
cut this figure to $5,000,000, saying, 
“The Committee is of the opinion 
that this project should be under- 
taken on a much smaller scale 
than is proposed in the budget es- 
timate and that progress should 
be made slowly until a fairly ac- 
curate picture can be obtained 
from the states as to what the 
demand will be for works of this 
type.” 

This sounded reasonable to the 
House and it was so voted. 

But the effect of this vote is 
to say that the Federal Govern- 
ment will not aid the states in 
making plans until the plans have 
already been made. There is the 
further fact that many states, 
more than half of them, have 
neither the funds nor the author- 
ity, under their state laws, to 
make the necessary plans, The 
same applies to many of the coun- 
ties and cities. 

This was true in 1933 when PWA 
—not to be confused with WPA— 
Was set up to undertake useful 
public projects. Cities, counties 
and towns were not ready with 
plans and couldn't get ready. 
Given authority in June of '33, 
Administrator Ickes proposed to 


WPA. 


have a million men at work on 
useful local construction jobs by 
Labor day. Putting all hi. cele- 
brated, acrimonious energy be- 
hind the effort, Ickes succeeded 
to the extent of only 100,000 jobs. 

Executive officer of PWA at 
that time was Maj. Philip B. 
Fleming, experienced Army en- 
gineer. Fleming has been en- 
gaged most of the irtervening 
years in Government public con- 
struction work. He is now a 
Major-General in ‘the Engineer 
Corps and head of the Federal 
Works Agency. He knows better 
perhaps than any other person 
the need for advance planning. 
He knows the time it takes and 
the cost, although he cannot put 
the principle in any stronger lan- 
guage than that used by Bernard 
Baruch, the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce and every other 
responsible agency that has 
studied the subject. 


Advance Planning Needed. 


If the need arises for the Fed- 
eral Works Agency to step in to 
help prevent a disastrous period 
of unemployment, Gen, Fleming 
wants the Government and the 
states to be prepared.

Local Girl Comes Home as 
Solid Hit With Play She 
‘Made Good’ In.

Billie Lou Watt returned to St. 
Louis last night the way a good 
many actresses dream of coming 
back to wherever their home town 
is—in thespic glory, the star of a 
reigning hit play, and to the ap- 
plause of the _ friends, acquain- 
tances, relatives and more-or-less 
neutral observers she left behind 
when she sallied forth, an un- 
known, from local little theaters, 
a little over two years ago, to 
brave the professional Broadway 
stage. 

The play was “Kiss and Tell,” 
the three-act comedy by F. Hugh 


Herbert about the adolescents in 
the lives of any parents. Billie Lou 
played the part of the chief ado- 
lescent, Corliss Archer, who “can 
take a uniform or leave it (‘Leave 
it,” her teen-age. boy friend begs 
her”’),” who refers to herself re- 
sentfully as “a ninfant (“an in- 
fant,” her mother corrects her),” 
and who, in her loving and want- 
ing to be loved, repeats the pat- 
tern of every generation’s spring- 
time. 

Quite apart from whatever com- 
pliments may be due the local girl 
who, in traditional style, went 
away to make good, Miss Watt 
proved herself a performer most 
bountifully equipped with most of 
the qualities needed for continued 
and varied success on the stage. 
She exhibited a furry, flexible 
voice that can run the _ vocal 
gamut, an underlying acting intel- 
ligence that gave her uttered lines 
dimension and continuity, and a 
way of handling her body that 
shows a knowing personality, so 
to speak, igvin the driver's seat. 

It is not too much to say that, 
in the hands of Billie Lou, the role 
received more stuff than this re- 
viewer has yet seen it given, and 
that the play, therefore, proved 
even more _ enjoyabl than it 
seemed at its presentation, with 
another Corliss, last year, when 
the reviewer called it “a fine teen- 
age play.”

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A generally quite-superior cast 
backed up Miss Watt's shenani- 
gans.

Retired Member of Washing- 
ton U. Faculty Dies 
After Brief Illness. 


The funeral of Dean Frederick 
William Shipley, retired, of Wash- 
ington University, will be held in 
Graham Memorial Chapel, on the 
University campus, at 11 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. Dr. Ship- 
ley, 74 years old, died last eve- 
ning at his home, 149 North Han- 
ley road, University City, of heart 
disease, after a brief illness. 

In his 40 years’ active connec- 
tion with the university, Dean 
Shipley became widely known in 
the community. His teaching spe- 
cialty was Latin, and his hobby 
classical archeology; but he took 
a leading part in school adminis- 
tration and in general advisory 
work among students and had 
many friends in the _ business 
world. 

When he joined the faculty fn 
1901, the university was at Seven- 
teenth street and Washington ave- 
nue, and Dr. Winfield S. Chaplin 
was chancellor. There were then 
92 students in the Liberal Arts 
department. 

Dr. Shipley’s active service ex- 
tended through the _ chancellor- 
ships of David F,. Houston, Fred- 
eric A. Hall and Herbert S. Had- 
ley, and into that of Dr. George 
Reeves Throop. He organized the 
adult study program of the Uni- 
versity Extension School, and was 
director of that department from 
1914 to 1931. He organized and 
directed the first summer session 
in 1923. He was first dean of 
University College, organized in 
1931; Dean of the Liberal Arts 
School, 1932-37, and Dean of the 
Graduate Schoo] thereafter to his 
retirement. In 1928-29 he held an 
annual professorship in the School 
of Classical Studies in Rome. 

At various times he was presi- 
dent of the Archeological Institute 
of America, chairman of the edu- 
cational committee of the _ St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce, and 
vice president of the University 
City Board of Education. 

Dr. Shipley is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Antoinette Cary Ship- 
ley, and two sons, Frederick C. 
Shipley of New York and Walter 
C. Shipley, living in a Boston 
suburb. 


ARCHBISHOP SPELLMAN REPLY 
TO PROTESTANT LEADERS 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12 (AP). — 
Replying to 1600 religious leaders 
who have expressed opposition to 
any religious sect taking part in 
world . politics, Archbishop Fran- 
cis J. Spellman says the group 
has done “a disservice to their 
country and violated the golden 
rule.” The declaration signed by 
the 1600 religious leaders said the 
Vatican and any Protestant or 
Jewish religious establishment 
should “have no place at the coun- 
cil tables of state.”

olic movement in the scouts has 
been very great.” 

There are 5000 Catholic Boy

TRIBUTE 10 FAMILIES 
OF MEN KILLED IN WAR 


We Must Carry On Ideals 
Soldiers Fought For, Col. 
Richard Anderson Says. 


Every honor is due the families 
of the men who have died in this 
war, Col, Richard E. Anderson, 
commanding officer of Jefferson 
Barracks, said yesterday morning 
at a special memorial service at 
the barracks. 

“As the representative in this 
district of the War Department, 
I wish to extend the most heart- 
felt sympathy to the people who 


have sustained this severe personal 
loss in the cause of humanity,” 
Col. Anderson said. “The manner 
in which American men have car- 
ried out their missions, even 
though it meant the loss of their 
lives, should show the world that 
American manhood is not in the 
slightest decadent. Every time our 
ideals are threatened we fight to 
preserve those ideals. 

“This sacrifice having been 
made, it is up to us to consecrate 
ourselves to the task of carrying 
out the ideals for which they 
fought. We must, in our turn, 
continue to fight every form of 
intolerance.” 

About 1500 persons attended the 
ceremony. Most of the audience 
consisted of families of men in 
the armed forces who have died 
in this war. A special ihvitation 
had been extended to such fam- 
ilies in the St. Louis area. Méili- 
tary personnel included members 
of the 757th Military Police Bat- 
talion, which is stationed at the 
post. 
' Speakers in addition to Col. 
Anderson included Lt. Col. James 
C. Crowson, post chaplain, who 
declared: “Our heritage has been 
made richer by the sacrifices of 
our hero dead, and the tie that 
binds our nation together has been 
made stronger by our common 
loss and common sorrow. 

“Surely we can dedicate our- 
selves to the task that lies ahead, 
of seeing the war through to its 
final conclusion. We cannot al- 
low our enemies, lacking guns, to 
fight for a paper peace with pens, 
and rob us of our victory after 
we have won it with blood and 
sweat and grief. 

“If we are stout In heart, hum- 
ble in spirit and devoted to our 
duty, trusting to divine guidance, 
we can and will achieve a peace 
that is lasting and enduring.”

World Travel Cap. 

Speaking of uniforms, I’ve got 
an odd piece of equipment. 

There is a man in America 
named Capt. Fred Gallagher, from 
Tucson, Ariz. He was captured 
by the Japanese in the Philippines 
just 17. days after Pearl Harbor, 
and spent two and a half years 
in Japanese prison camps. 

He was on that prison ship that 
was torpedoed off the Philippines 
last fall, and one of the 85 sur- 
vivors. Finally he was smuggled 
out of the Philippines by subma- 
rine, was hospitalized and re-uni- 
formed in Australia and arrived 
back in America a few weeks ago. 

Well, he stopped off to see me 
in Albuquerque between planes the 
other day. He turned out to be a 
swell guy, and we didn’t talk much 
about his war experiences, but just 
went around visiting people and 
having a wonderful time. 

We had such a good time that 
when plane time arrived that 
night, we couldn't find his cap. So 
he flew off to the East Coast 
bareheaded, He had bought the 
cap in Sidney, Australia. Later I 
found it, but didn’t know where 
to send it to him.

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came a 2 part of the Constitution 
in 1908. But this amending of the 
Constitution piecemeal was a slow 
and unsatisfactory process, 

Twenty-five years ago a group 
of public spirited citizeng and stu- 
dents of government, 
the need for a complete revision, 
obtained the adoption through the 
initiative of an amendment to 
the Constitution calling for sub- 
mission to the voters each 20 
years of the question as to wheth- 
er a convention should be held to 
revise the Constitution. 


The first convention held under 
this provision, in 1922, was a 
failure. It contained so many re- 
actionary delegates that an at- 
tempt to write a whole new Con- 
stitution was abandoned, and, in- 
stead, the convention merely sub- 
mitted a series of amendments, 
most of them relatively unim- 
portant. Nearly all were defeated 
in the election held to pass on 
them. 


As the time approached for sub- 
mission of question again under 
the 20-year-provision, another 
group under the leadership of Dr. 
Isidor Loeb, dean emeritus of the 
School of Business Administra- 
tion of Washington University; 
former State Senator Allen Mc- 
Reynolds of Carthage; the League 
of Women Voters, Straford Lee 
Morton of St. Louis and others 
perfected an organization! to ad- 
vance the movement for a new 
Constitution. 

The voters, by a majority of 
100,724, approved the holding of a 
convention and it was called to 
meet Sept. 21, 1943. It was oc- 
cupied a full year in writing the 
Constitution now being submitted. 


Praise for Delegates. 


The convention, as the Consti- 
tution provided, consisted of 83 
members, one Republican and one 
Democrat from each of the 34 
State Senatorial districts, and 15 
delegates-at-large, nominated by 
petition. The Democratic and 
Republican State Committees in- 
dorsed a slate of 15 candidates for 
delegates-at-large, seven Republi- 
cans and eight Democrats, 

Although the political system of 


| were 


recognizing 


| atevtion of delegates could be im- 
proved on, it worked out extreme- 
ly well in this convention. There 
many students of govern- 
ment and men of vision whose 
whole effort was directed toward 
producing the best possible docu- 
ment. 

There were many others who 
also worked conscientiously for a 
good Constitution, although some 
of these were provincial in their 
outlook and lacked information 
as to the needs of the state. But 
most of them learned as they went 
along and joined with the leaders. 
Less than a fourth of the dele- 
gates were out-and-out reaction- 
aries, political time-servers or 
representatives of special inter- 
ests which opposed any progres- 
sive steps. 

There were occasions when 
compromises appeared necessary, 
when the leaders felt forced to ac- 
cept something short of what they 
considered the ideal, but, as a 
whole, the Constitution they wrote 
is generally recognized to be a 
good, progressive one, far superior 
to the Constitution which it will 
supercede if it is adopted by the 
voters. 

Through the elimination of 
much obsolete matter in the old 
Constitution the new one is some 
11,000 words shorter, 


All Gears Mesh. 


It is a closely integrated docu- 
ment, its many provisions being 
arranged in logical order and the 
whole system of government set 
up simply. All the gears mesh and 
it should result in better govern- 
ment, smoothly operated and eco- 
nomically administered, serving 
well the needs of the people. 


Submitted as a whole, it must 
be either adopted or rejected as a 
whole, There will be no opportunity 
to approve part of it and reject 
part. 

In addition to the Preamble, 
which is a declaration of the 
establishment of the Constitution, 
the document consists of 12 
Articles, as follows: 


I. Bill of Rights. 

II. Distribution of Powers, 
III. Legislative Department, 
IV. Executive Department. 
V. Judicial Department, 

VI. Local Government, 

VII. Public Officers. 

VIII. Suffrage and Elections. 
IX. Education, 

X. Taxation. 

XI. Corporations. 

XII. Amending the Constitution.

OT many children want any 
N doctoring up of peanut butter. 

They are completely happy 
just to spread it thick on buttered 
bread and eat it ‘straight or with 
a slice of bacon or tomato. But 
once they’ve grown up into adults 
they sometimes begin to complain 
about the butter sticking to their 
palates, and this or that quality 
that they can’t enjoy. Nevertheless 
adults need what peanut butter 
contributes to the diet as much as 
children, so occasionally we ought 
to really add the fixings that will 
enable every member of the family 
to cheer. That is what we have 
done in today’s recipe. 

Peanut Botter-Tomato Soup. 

One strip of bacon (fried crisp); 
one-third cup onion (mineed); two 
cups tomatoes (No. 2 can); two 
cups water; one teaspoon salt; 
pinch of sugar; three tablespoons 
peanut butter; one tablespoon par- 
sley (minced). 

Pan-fry bacon. Remove from 
skillet and drain. Add onion and 
saute lightly. Then add tomatoes, 
water, salt and sugar and simmer 
for 30 minutes. Just before serv- 
ing add the crumbled bacon, pea- 
nut butter and parsley. Serves 
four. 

BREAKFAST — Orange slices; 
poached eggs on whole wheat 
toast; extra slices of toast and

LUNCHEON—Peanut butter-to- 
Mato soup; bacon and lettuce

Jelly Roll. 


There are a number of fillings 
other than jelly which can be 
spread on a thin delicate sheet of 
sponge cake. A lemon cake filling 
is one of the best and is good to 
serve any time in the year. Sift 
cake flour, measure three-fourths 
cup and resift with one and one- 
half teaspoons baking powder and 
one-fourth teaspoon salt. Beat four 
egg whites until stiff. Gradually 
add one-half cup sugar and beat 
after each addition. Beat four egg 
yolks, add one-fourth cup sugar 
and one-half teaspoon lemon ex- 
tract and beat well. Fold the yolk 
mixture into the whites until com- 
pletely blended, then fold in the 
dry ingredients lightly. Spread in 
a shallow jelly roll pan (10x15x2 
inches) that has been lined with 
waxed paper and bake at 375 de- 
grees Fahrenheit for 12 to 15 min- 
utes, or until cake springs back 
when lightly pressed with finger 
tips. Loosen edges and turn out 
onto a towel, sprinkled with con- 
fectioner’s sugar. Immediately re- 
move waxed paper. Cut off crisp 
edges, roll up length of the cake 
and wrap in towel. Let cool on 
cake rack. When cold, unroll and 
spread with lemon filling, made as 
follows: Mix three-fourths cup su- 
gar with one-fourth cup flour, add 
one cup water and cook over di- 
rect heat until it boils and thick- 
ens. Add one-fourth teaspoon 
grated lemon rind and a dash of 
salt. Beat two egg yolks, add a 
small amount of the hot mixture. 
Return .to pan and cook another 
two minutes. Add one-third cup 
lemon juice and one tablespoon 
butter. Stir well, Let cool and 
spread on sponge cake. Roll cake 
up again; sprinkle finished roll 
with powdered sugar and wrap in 
waxed paper. Eight servings. 

Serve milk to drink in addition 
to that used in today’s menus: 
Four cups for each child and two 
cups for each adult.

UCCESS stories are always

overnight hop from Civic and 
Rooftop theater roles here in St. 
Louis to the lead in George Ab- 
bott’s “Kiss and Tell,” which 
opened here last night. 


In “Kiss and Tell,” the comedy 
of a junior miss who gets in a 
king-size mess, Billie Lou will be 
playing at the American Theater, 
the same theater where she went 
backstage a few years ago, a shy 
and stage-struck student to see 
her idol, Katharine Cornell, after 
her father had written Miss Cor- 
nell and asked her permission. For 
obvious reasons, this week’s en- 
gagement is Billie Lou’s biggest 
moment in a career that’s been 
all big moments. 


“I've been hoping all the time 
We were playing in Chicago that 
eventually we'd get to St. Louis,” 
the now-grown-up and very pretty 
actress said. “There are so many 
things I want to do. I want to 
go back to Ritenour High School 
and see all my teachers and, of 
course, visit with my parents and 
my sister and _. brother-in-law, 
(Lieut. and Mrs, E. T. Orear,) and 
their new baby who are here this 
week. And then I want to show 
off the city to the other members 
of the cast. I’ve talked to them 
so much about places like the 
Muny Opera that I have to take 
them around to visit—even if we 
freeze doing it.” 


The Municipal Opera had its 
place in Billie Lou’s climb up- 
ward, a climb that has been a sort 
of model actress’ progress and 
should certainly give hope to all 
theatrical aspirants. Her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. E. J. Watt, gave 
their older daughter, Betty Jean, 
piano lessons, Billie Lou, singing 
and dancing lessons, but from her 
earliest days, the backyard of 
their home at 2918 McKibbon 
street, St. John’s Station, was a 
stage far Billie Lou. When she 
was in the seventh grade she won 
a movie contest for the role of 
Becky Thatcher in “Tom Sawyer,” 
and though nothing came of the 
screen test, it did lead to roles

At Northwestern 
University she continued her one- 
track path, majoring in speech and 
dramatics, and during the summer 
appeared here at the Rooftop The- 
ater. In the summer of 1943 she 
played one of the three Russian 
adventuresses, complete with ac- 
cent, in the Rooftop presentation 
of “Dark Eyes,” in itself an 
achievement, because, as she says, 
“It was a big thing for me to be 
able to play a mature part in St. 
Louis and get away with it,” but 
more important, it attracted the 
attention of an M-G-M talent 
scout who asked her to take a 
screen test. It was this encour- 
agement that determined her to 
quit achool and try to become a 
professional actress right away. 


“Tt was an awfully hard deci- 
sion,” she admits now. “The agent 
told me he couldn’t promise me 
anything as a result of the screen 
test, that I didn’t photograph well, 
because I was too ch bby and had 
a funny nose.
